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* There has been a gréat deal of 
unnecessary feeling eauted in 
some localities over the decisions 
ofthe local exemption boards, 
These tribunals are coiaposed of 
two men, one appointed by the 
Union Government and the other 
by Laurier, while the military 
have a representative who acts 
for them.

The Union Government provides 
means of appeal, and has itself 
made appeals from the decisions 
of over-zealous members of. exem- 
ption boards. 

The Laurier campaign workers 
who are stimulating the resent- 
ment caused by the tribunals and 
adding fuel to the fire, are play- 
ing what is nothing less than a 
dirty and dishonorable game. 

Farmers and farm laborers who 
are actually needed in produc- 
tion, and will continue at farm- 
ing will be exempted, and this 
fact should be made known to all 
interested at once. The Military 
Service act is very clear on this, 
and the Union government has 
made the following clear state- 
ment: 

‘‘If there are any farmers sons 
actually needed on the farms for 
production, who were conscripted 
they will be discharged from the 
forces, provided they actually g 
back and work on the farm.”’ - 

Can anything be plainer than 
this statement? 

‘* The President of the Military 
Service Council says: 

‘‘Men who are habitually - en- 
gaged in the growth of agricul- 
tural products, and Whose labor 
eannot be diverted from that oe- 
cupation without substantially 
diminishing the necessary supply 
are, in view of the military coun- 
cil, entitled to exemptions. so 
long as they continue to be use- 
fully employed in farming.’

We in 
Canada carry a hog population 
of about 3,400,000. The output 
in the United States this year 
falls from 10p.c. to 15 p.e. below 
normal, The output in Canada 
will probably be abbut 10p.c. be- 
low normal. The United States 
is asking the farmers of that 
country to increase thelr hog pro- 
duction of 15 p.ec. above normal, 
Should the response to this call 
in Canada be equal to that expec- 
ted in the United States, we 
would increase our production 
by about 680,000 head. Grant- 
ing such increases are realized, 
we will still fall far behind the 
normal supplies of pork produe- 
tion avajlable for world consump- 


tion. If the law of supply and 
demand operates untrammelled, 
such shortage will guarantee |‘ 


good prices. The governments of 
both Canada and the United |! 
States propose to adopt measures 
to insure the free operation of

concerns. An effort is being made 
by the®food controller of theUn- 
ited States to stabilize the prices 
for next year, so that live hogs 
on centsal market will not fall be- 
low $15.50 per hundred.

We are recommending the use 
of the self feeder, since labour is 
materially reduced, and the hogs 
are ready fgr market from the 
feeder much earlier then when 
hand fed. Our data 
year is not yet complete, but we 
belieye that the grain cost of 100 
tbs of pork fed on a self feeder is 
little if any greater. 

Having before us then the 
clear call of duty, as well as the 
assurance that profits will result 
from such an undertaking, can 
any mat refuse to increase the 
output of pork next year.
